The cnormity of the possble 
paralysis of the British railway 
system is hard to imagine’ for 
anyone who dota not know how 
much' Britain relies on its rail- 


way, RNa ccd 

Since’ the flxst’ primitive loco- 
motive sputtered’ from Stockton 
{o Darlington In 1825 the intense 
economie life .of these isinnds 
bat been built around the rail- 
way system. 

Over 17,000 locomotives haul 
freight ..and | passengers over 
51,000 . miles of all track. 
Nearly 59 milion ton-milcs of 
freight dally, About 24%-milllon 
commuters alone every day. 

And just one region, the 
Southern, carrics annually 
roughly the same number of 
pessengers an ll the Class 1 
railways of the U.S.A. 

To do this, state-owned British 
Rallways employs well over halt 
a miJlion men and women. Of 

‘Tthese, 355,000 are members of 
the Natlonal Unton of Railway~ 
men. (The others belong to the 
footplate union and the whitle- 
collar union). 

These ‘355,000 are the rallway- 
workers who are thr ng to 
strike, Because the dthers, can- 
not work without them, “their 
withdrawal of Inbour would 
mean a ‘shutdown of British 
railways and of London's vital 
Underground system. 

The recent token half-strike 
by Underground crews all but 
paralysed London. And that 
was only a taste of what may 
well be to come. 

Why are the railmen threaten 

ing the natlon with chaos? 

Simply eenuse they want 

They:all want_ it, 

Not The 
vital fact is that the NUR men 
want money here and now, 4 
substantial interim peyment to 
tide them over until an official 
pay review committee—appoint- 
ed more than a year ngo—makes 
its recommendations. 

The other two unions want to 
walt for the committee report. 

The reason for this difference 
of approach is the key to the 
whole messy situation. 

Both sides know that the 
review committee is bound to 
recommend wage inercascs, But 
there is only o certain amount 
of money available for this pur- 
pose and both. sides strongly 
suspect that the biggest inercases 
will go to the footplate men 
(drivers and firemen) and to 
the white-collar workers 
by and large, are more bi 
underpaid than the mass_ of 
workers who make up the NUR. 

Therefore the footplate men 
and the white-collar workers 
believe that it is in thelr interest 
to walt, And the men be- 
lieve they will 
forcing payment before the re~ 
port appears. 

If the Britlsh Transport Com- 
mission give in to the NUR there 
is every chance of another grave 
strike threat later from the other 
two unions who will feel that 
their money has been used to 
buy off the NUR. 

But whatever course fs taken, 
the inescapable fact remains that 
sooner or later the whole ques- 
tion of government financing of 
the railways will have to be 
drastically xe-thought.

Chinese New Year Holidays.

Ordinance No, 7 of 1866, which 
authorised the formation of 
“District Watchmen,” 

Thirty years — later, 
watchmen were placed on re- 
gular Police bents under the 
control of police Inspectors and 
rergeants, F 

The gambling houses were 
the mennes af thts period., Not 
only beeause Hambling was car- 
ried on, bul that the houses be- 
cume the, headquarters — of 
criminal gangs, and’ much crime 
was plotted under cover there. 

‘The new Governor, Richard 
Graves MacDonnell decided to 
bring the gambling dens inlo 
the open by licensing them.

out at the time that such a plan 
could sueceed only ifa different 
type, and better pale. police om- 
cors were avalible, As a matter 
of fact, the plan failed’ because 
it wns defeated by increased 
bribes and the intimidation of 
the weaker clements in the 
Force, 

The Governor catricd out a 
minor purge of the Force, Scots- 
men, took the place of English- 
men, and in_1865, the first batch 
of Punjabi Sikhs took over from 
the Bombay constables, 

Judging from police records 
mone, to say nothing of the re- 
ports in contemporary, news- 
papers, things were neither bet- 
ter nor worse under Captain 
Quin during the early years of 
his halding office.

Maybe, this was just the

Then, during the carly hours 
of June 15, 1866, the wife and 
two-year-old child of a German 
shipwright named Mayer, were 
murdered in the hulk of an old 
ship in which they hnd made a 
home.

He was 
appointed Deputy Superintend- 
ent of Police on his arrival in 
this Colony.
